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Which amount represents the floating indebtedness of the 
Territory, and if the outstanding warrants as per last 
Auditor’s Report be deducted from the same, it shows the 
' excess of expenditures over receipts to have been $22,834.67 
during the last two years. 

From the above it will be seen that in the last two years, 
asin the two years with which the Auditor's report for 1891 
and 1892 dealt, the indebtedness of the Territory has in- 
ereased, although the management of affairs has been con- 
ducted more economically than at any time in the previous 
history of the Territory, ‘This is due of course to the fact that 
the income raised by taxation is not sufficient te meet the 
current expenses; hence if the Territory ig to be placed upon.a 
seli-supporting basis, expenses must be reduced or revenue 
increased. ; 


The taxation is already high, so high that the people of 
the Territory cannot stand any increase. Every effort at 
reduction of expenses must, therefore, be made. In the mean- 
time the Legislature, in its wisdom, will probably consider 
what measures shall be adopted to increase the revenue of the 
‘Territory by the levying of a tax upon enterprises, which are 
at present exempt from taxation. With regard to the whole 
subject there is one recommendation which I deem it my duty 
to make. 


As the law stands at present, there is absolutely no check 


upon the amount expended by the several Territorial institu- - 


tions. For this reason a certain fund is appropriated for the - 
maintenance of these institutions, but there is nothing on the | 


statüe book by which the management are compelled to con- 
‚ fine themselves to the expenditure of the appropriation. As 
ar example within the past two years the general fund has 
heen drawn upon to the extent of $14,081.48 in favor of the 
a2&ylum fund. 


This power to draw upon the general fund opens the 
door at once to extravagant management, if not something 


worse. I would recommend that a law be passed making.if, 


` compulsory on each legislature to make an estimate of the 
. amount necessary for the conducting of these institutions, for 

the two years following such estimate, and that taxation be 
. leyied to raise the amount so estimated. What applies to an 
individual applies to public institutions. If an individual is 


compelled to live upon а certain amoünt, he keeps within his |

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means, if on the contrary he can draw from other sources, he 
will exceed his means and become more or less reckless in his 
mode of life. Naturally when a sufficient sum is appropriated 
to each institution a decrease can. be made in the amount ap- 


propriated to the general fund. 


I would note that the expenses of the Territorial pem- 
tentiary, now appropriated from the general fund, be pro- 
vided for by a fund especially set apart for such management. 
The reasons for my recommendation on the points metioned, 
well, I believe, commend themselves to the wisdom of the 
Legislature. 


It will also be observed that in the last two vears the 
cost to the Territory, on account of the Live Stock Sanitary 
Commission and the Veterinary Surgeon has been $7,540.85. 


“This sum is far bevond the value received, and it is one which 


the people of the Territory can ill afford to bear I would, 
therefore, recommend that the Commission be abolished and 
that its work be performed by the Veterinary Surgeon, at the 
salary and mileage he at present receives. 


The history of government scientifically adminstered 
clearly demonstrates the many difficulties encountered in the 
collection of revenues. This problem іх today uppermost in 
the minds of all classes of citizens in this country. How to 
adjust taxation so as to avoid disermination and permit its 
burdens to rest equally upon all good citizens, is a problem 
in which all good citizens are interested and upon which the 
prosperity of our Territory largely depends. While I know 
that corporations aid very materially the development and 
upbuilding of the Territory, І am constrained to believe that 
they do not bear their just proportion of the burdens of the 
government, and to this end I hereby recommend that the 
Eighteenth Legislature of Arizona take such steps as to bring 
about this much desired result. The telegraph, Pullman cars, 
express and other transportation companies ought to be made 
by the Legislative enactments to aid in bearing the burdens 
of the government, and should be so taxed, by license or 
otherwise. Canal companies, national banks and other 
monied corporations ought to be subjeet to the same pro- 
cedure, the taxation of properties, as is the farmer or cattle 
owner Great canals that cost hundreds of thousands of dol- 
Jura in their construction, some of them of great earning 
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capacity, someway fail to find their way to the county tax 
roll, and I consider it a duty the legislature owes the people, 
to enact suitable laws to prevent the continuance of such un- 
justifiable evasion of taxation. 


TERRITORIAL PRISON. 


The expense of maintaining the Territorial prison for the 
years 1893-04 has been $100,086.89, which shows a saving of 
$9,678.29 for the years 1893-04 over the years 1891-92. This 
institution has been the subject of more financial speculation 
than all the other Territorial institutions combined. This is 
undoubtedly owing to the fact that it is the most expensive 
and unsatisfactory of the number. Into this hopper of crime is 
being poured fully one-quarter or more of the entire proceeds 
of the Territory without any of the redeeming features of 
similar penal institutions of the country, that is, comparative- 
ly nothing is earned by the large number of able-bodied pris- 
oners therein confined. I would suggest that some provisions 
be made by this Legislature, whereby the labor of these men 
can be utilized for the benefit of the Territory. The comple- 
tion of the North road brings the great Coconino sandstone 
quarries within easy reach of central Arizona, and it seems 
as though this labor could be utilized in preparing this stone 
for the erection of such Territorial buildings as are greatly 
needed, and for which a high rental is now being paid by the 
Territory and nation. 

The salaries of the Superintendent of the prison and also 
the guards could, in my opinion, be reduced without interfer- 
ing with the efficiency of such service, and thereby make a 
raving of several thousand dollars to the taxpayers. 

CAPITOL GROUNDS. 

There has been expended on account of the capitol grounds 
dai the years 1803 94 $2,794.72. The beautiful ten-acre tract 
adjoining the City of Phenix on the West, donated to the 
Territory, of Arizona, in compliance with an enactment of the 
Fifteenth Legislature, is a matter of pride to the people of the 
Territory and will be a fitting adornment to the Capitol of the 
“State of Arizona.” “lhe grounds are artistically laid out 
with innumerable driveways, walks, well kept lawns, flower- 
ing shrubs, roses, etc., and is a credit to the good judgment of 
the Commissioners, who selected this admirable site. The 
Legislature has appropriated for the care and use of these 


- 
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grounds in all #8,225.00 and 1 feel justified in stating, that in 
no other department of the public service in Arizona has a like 
suni been better expended. The site is splendidly situated 
and it is only just to state, that for the purpose for which it 
was chosen it has no rival, and I believe that the Eighteenth 
Legislature ought to appropriate at least $4,000.00 for the 
years 1895-96, as the grounds are in need of additional care, 
shrubbery, ete. 


INSANE ASYLUM. 


That this institution is heing managed in a manner that 
is creditable to the Territorial Administration and beneficial 
to the best interests of Arizona is indisputable, but as economy 
has been and still is the motto of the present administration, 
I believe the expenses of this institution can be materially 
reduced and still maintain its high standard of efficiency. Of 
the $51,579.61 expended for its maintainance the past two 
years, it is noticeable that fully one-half of this large amount 
wus paid for salaries, this, I am constrained to believe, is an 
error that ought to be regulated, and I would recommend that 
the salaries of officials and laborers be not only reduced but 
that a much lesser number of employes be retained. While it 
is gratifying to note that a saving of $7.166.08 effected the 
past two years over that of the previous two, yet this is only 
proof óf the fact that there is still abundant opportunities for 
greater saving. A publie institution of such magnitude as ir 
the asylum, with its large number of patients ought not, in 
my opinion, exhaust half of its revenues for salaries, and 
without criticising any one connected therewith I think that 
this salary account can be reduced fully one-third. 


NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The amount drawn on the Normal School fund during 
1893-94 was $17,439.87. 
TERRITORIAL UNIVERSITY. 


The amount drawn on the University fund during the 
years 1893- 94 has been $19,659.50. 


AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


The amount drawn on the Agricultural fund during 
1893-94 has been $34,000.00. 
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TERRITORIAL REFORM SCHOOL. 


. There has been expended on the Territorial Reform 
School during the year 1804, $4,590.52. 


LOAN COMMISSION, 


There has been expended on account of the Loan Com- 
nussion for the years 1893 94, $15,170.48, of which $13,268.83 
Was expended by the former administration, and $1,901.65 by 
the present administration in the last two years, of which 
$510.00 was paid for making a statement of the financial con- 
dition of the Territory for the last four years, which was 
called for by contemplating purchasers of Territorial Bonds. 

ESTIMATES. 

The aggregate amount drawn on the various funds of the 
Territory for the years 1893-94 is $345,305.43. This does not 
include the annual interest paid on the bonded debt by the 
Territorial Treasurer, which amounts to 344,515.00 per 
annum. Upon this basis I estimate the amount of revenue 
required to meet the current expenses of the Territory and the 
payment of said interest for the years 1805 and 1896, at 
$400,335.43. 

In making this estimate no cognizance is taken of the 
expenses of the Agricultural College, which amounted to 
$34,000.00 in i893 and 15894. This amount, however, is paid 
bv the United States government and therefore costs the 
Territory nothing. 

In estimating the expenses of the Territory, notice should 
be taken of the interest on the floating debt The amount of 
warrants outstanding at the last of the year was $236.650.53. 

In the pasto warrants have averaged two years before 
being paid, and they are about two years behind at the 
present time 

Taking one year as the center of average, the amount of 
interest due now on this account would be $23,665.00. 

A- shown by the report of the Treasurer, the amount dis- 
bursed annually for interest on the floating debt amounts to a 
very large sum, and it does not appear that this considerable 
item has ever had any attention in estimating the expenses of — 
the Territory. It certainly should be included in any 
estimate of running expenses. 
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The tabular statements included in the appendix of this 
report show respectively the amount paid under each appro- 
priation, together with the amount and purpose for which it 
was made, and the balance remaining unexpended December 
31, 1894; also the Territorial bonded indebtedness.
